Bnconragement rather than eon 
tentment should be drawn from the 
report of City Health OOIcer Oraves 
for the year lOOfi. Only 13fi deaths 
In a citv of .'!0,00(l population, a.s 
compared with 630 six years agb 
when the city waa smaller, showing 
a death rate of .32, Is a refutation of 
the chares' that Paancah is an nn- 
healthful city .t(In the slx'yeara men 
tloned in itl|e,:f«pi)rt the number of 
deaths haa.<gradi(any declined while 
the populatipn hiia tnnrc rapidly in- 
creased. Wher^j oaf* ii, h^h nothiOR 
iiniiBual for 'I't pi <ip'p to .-^ni i timb to 
typhoid fever a year only II died 
in 1900. anj U lit lilofi. 

Dr. Graves says fhat typhoid fevrr 
Is due to "impure wdtel'," and com 
nents entuoilaStlcally ' on "Improv- 
ed sanlth'iS^' coiidllions, sewei", ' street 
and hosn^f.-ff ihi^rovemrnf'!.'" 

In the mortuaiy report, of course 
nothing Is said as to the prevalenca
